TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF 
THE  FARSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen, — 

I liave  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Fourteenth  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  Farsley. 

During  the  first  three  weeks  of  January,  very  changeable  weather 
was  experienced,  with  a heavy  fall  of  snow  during  the  second  week, 
and  towards  the  close  of  the  month  very  low  temperatures  were  regis- 
tered, with  a slight  amount  of  snow  and  some  fog. 

There  were  a few  cases  of  Measles,  Influenza  and  a bad  form  of 
Tonsilitis  were  prevalent,  and  Quinsies  became  epidemic.  During 
the  early  part  of  February  there  were  several  cases  of  Measles,  which 
became  epidemic  about  the  middle  of  the  month,  and  owing  to  this  the 
Central  Infant  School  was  closed  for  a fortnight. 

Measles  and  Influenza  were  very  prevalent  in  March.  The  first 
week  of  April  was  principally  notable  for  the  enormous  number  of 
cases  of  Influenza,  and  Measles  were  still  very  much  in  evidence.  On  the 
11th  of  the  month  we  had  a 12  hours’  snowstorm. 

The  month  of  May  was  generally  fine  and  we  were  particularly 
favoured  at  Whitsuntide.  The  weather  became  cooler  towards  the 
end  of  the  month.  There  were  many  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  and 
also  of  Diarrhoea,  in  one  instance  which  came  to  my  notice  3 persons 
in  one  house  being  attacked  by  the  latter. 
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June  opened  fine,  becoming  colder  towards  tlie  middle  of  the  month. 
Whooping  Cough  was  on  the  increase  and  sickness  very  prevalent  at 
one  of  our  schools. 

July  was  warm,  with  cloudy  and  overcast  days. 

In  August  owing  to  the  continued  drought  we  had  an  epidemic 
of  Diarrhoea,  which  increased  to  a rate  of  6 cases  per  day  in  the  middle 
of  the  month  and  then  abated,  but  the  drought  continued  until  well 
into  September.

The  closing  months  of  the  year  were  wet  but  mild  in  character 
until  the  end  of  December,  when  we  experienced  severe  frost  and  a 
heavy  fall  of  snow. 

I am  pleased  to  report  an  increase  in  the  Birth-rate,  which  is 
showing  a tendency  to  regain  its  position  of  a few  years  ago. 

The  Death-rate  is  decreasing  year  by  year  in  a very  satisfactory 
manner.  The  Infant  Mortality  rate  shows  a marked  decrease,  being 
4 lower  than  in  1912,  and  giving  a rate  of  only  58.8  (England  and  Wales 
rate  109),  which  is  very  commendable  seeing  that  we  have  not  yet 
adopted  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  nor  have  we  any  organised  effort 
to  control  excessive  Infantile  Mortality.  Sporadic  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  have  occurred  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  but  this  does  not 
call  for  special  comment.  One  malignant  case  occurred. 

Genera!  Statistics.  The  total  number  of  Births  registered  in  the 
district  during  1913  was  118.  To  this  number  must  be  added  one 
Transferable  Birth  which  occurred  outside  the  District,  giving  a 
total  of  119  Births,  which  calculated  on  an  estimated  population  of 
6,000,  gives  a rate  of  19.8  per  1,000  persons  living,  an  increase  of  2.2 
on  the  year  1912. 

One  illegitimate  birth  was  registered. 

The  Birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  23.9,  practically  the 
same  as  for  1912. 

52  Deaths  were  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year,  and  to 
this  number  must  be  added  15  Deaths  of  residents  which  occurred 
outside  the  district.  The  nett  number  of  Deaths  is  therefore  67 
(a  decrease  of  15  on  1912),  which  number  calculated  on  an  estimated 
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population  of  6,000  gives  a rate  of  11.1,  being  a decrease  of  2.5  on 
the  previous  year.

Infant  Mortality. — There  were  7 Deaths  of  Infants  under  1 year, 
being  a decrease  of  4 on  the  previous  year.  This  number  (7)  being 
calculated  per  1000  Births  registered,  gives  a rate  of  58.8,  a decrease  of 

45.5  on  1912. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  109. 

Infectious  Diseases. — Four  Cases  were  reported  in  the  first, 
three  in  the  second,  ten  in  the  third  and  three  in  the  last  Quarter 
of  the  year,  a total  of  20,  a decrease  of  9 on  the  previous  year. 
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The  total  was  made  up  as  follows  : — 

SCARLET  FEVER. — 13  Cases  notified,  an  increase  of  4 on  1912. 
Nine  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital.  One  death  occurred. 

ERYSIPELAS. — 2 Cases  notified,  being  a decrease  of  3. 

DIPHTHERIA. — 3 Cases  notified  as  against  10  cases  in  1912. 
All  removed  to  Hospital. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. — 2 Cases  notified.  One  Death.

This  total  being  an  increase  of  5 on  1912. 
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Phthisis. — Five  Deaths,  giving  a rate  of  '83  per  1000. 

Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Pleurisy. — The  number  of  Deaths 
was  12,  giving  a Respiratory  Death-rate  of  2.0  per  1000, — being 
double  that  of  1912. 

Phthisis. — A total  of  23  cases  were  reported  to  me  during  the  year, 
four  of  whom  received  Sanatorium  treatment  and  are  now  at  work. 
There  were  5 deaths. 

Great  attention  is  now  being  given  to  the  eradication  of  (Phthisis) 
Consumption.  The  Insurance  Act  has  been  in  operation  for  18 
months  and  Sanatorium  Benefit  is  now  being  administered  through 
Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  by  Tuberculosis  Officers.  There  still  how- 
ever remains  the  M.O.H.,  whose  duty  it  is  to  administer  measures  for 
the  prevention  and  spread  of  Tuberculosis.  Considerable  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  provision  of  Sanatoria,  but  there  are  still  many  con- 
sumptives, and  enquiries  are  often  made  as  to  the  infectivity  of  Con- 
sumption. Tuberculosis  is  an  acquired  disease,  and  of  course  the  in- 
fective agent  is  the  Tubercle  Bacillus,  which  may  be  contained  in  the 
“ spit  ” of  those  suffering  from  Consumption.  The  spread  of  Tuber- 
culosis is  favoured  by  overcrowding,  uncleanliness,  and  imperfect  ven- 
tilation, and  consequently  to  reduce  the  risk  of  infection  to  a mini- 
mum the  sputum  and  soiled  handkerchiefs  should  be  disinfected,  and 
abundant  air  space  and  free  ventilation  provided.  Kissing  should 
be  avoided. 

Malignant  Diseases  (Cancer). — Nine  Deaths  have  been  registered 
as  due  to  Cancer,  being  an  increase  of  3 on  1912. 

Parts  Affected. — Stomach  (1),  Oesophagus  (2),  Large  Intestine 
(2),  Lung  (1),  Breast  (1),  Bladder  (1),  Mouth  (1). 

In  spite  of  improvement  in  treatment  of  Cancer  the  Death-rate 
from  this  disease  has  not  fallen.  There  were  nine  deaths.  According 
to  a recent  computation  Malignant  Disease  accounts  for  one  death  in 
9 at  and  after  the  age  of  25,  and  in  women  between  the  ages  of  40  and 
60  for  one  death  in  every  5. 

Whooping  Cough. — One  Death  was  registered  as  due  to  this 
disease  during  1913. 
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Appendicitis. — Apparently  this  disease  is  going  to  vie  with  the 
Infectious  Diseases  in  its  popularity.  In  olden  times  it  was  generally 
known  as  Inflammation  of  the  Bowels.”  (This  must  of  course  be 
distinguished  from  other  Bowel  inflammations,  such  as  Enteritis.) 
It  is  not  for  me  to  enter  here  into  the  varieties  of  the  disease,  but  I 
may  lay  down  this  rule — there  is  much  more  danger  in  leaving  a diseas- 
ed appendix  in  than  in  its  removal. 

Cowsheds. — These  have  been  duly  inspected.  The  buildings  were 
found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition  and  the  health  of  the  animals 
good. 

Buildings  and  Sanitary. — 23  Plans  were  dealt  with  during  the 
year,  all  of  which  were  approved.  There  is  no  particular  activity 
in  the  building  trade,  but  we  have  very  little  vacant  property  in  the 
district. 

Several  nuisances  have  been  abated,  and  some  privies  converted 
to  Water  Closets,  for  particulars  of  which  see  Surveyor’s  Report. 

Water. — No  complaints  of  the  quality  of  the  water  have  been 
brought  to  my  notice,  but  there  has  been  some  intermittency 
during  the  summer  months  in  the  supply  to  the  Bradford  Road 
district.
